All continental 
liberals commit the error of grasping at our results 
without paying the penalty of our experience. 
With the best intentions in the world, they would 
adopt a system which, without graduated and ex- 
perimental development, would plunge them into 
national anarchy and weakness, In Germany 
epeaany the old system and the new cannot 
be quickly fused. You cannot safely put the new 
wine into the old bottles, Frederick William of 
Prussia, since he has gone a quixotting with his 
constitution, has had one or two hard hints to this 
effect. Now, the King of Bavaria, as has been said, 
had all the will, years ago, to go a quixotting too. 
Not the wildest of his subjects could be more 
enamoured of theoretical constitutionalism than 
he. But, fortunately, perhaps, for him, and ulti- 
mately for his kingdom, to liberal sentiments he 
united the instincts of autocratism; and ere he 
had practically ratified the constitution en- 
them, in 
effect, the power which, in theory, they en-

She 
loves power for its own sake ; she is too hasty and 
too steadfast in her dislikes; she has not suf- 
ficiently learnt to curb the passion which seems 
natural to her Spanish blood; she is capricious, 
and quite capable, when her temper is inflamed, 
of rudeness, which, however, she is the first to 
regret and to apologise for, One absorbing idea 
she has which poisons her peace. She has devoted 
her life to the extirpation of the Jesuits, root and 
branch, from Bavaria, She is too ready to believe 
in their active influence, and too easily overlooks 
their passive influence, Every one whom she does 
not like her prejudice transforms into a Jesuit. 
Jesuits stare at her in the streets, and peep out 
from the corners of her rooms. All the world, ad- 
verse to herself, are puppets, moved to mock and 
annoy her by these dark and invisible agents, At 
the same time she has, doubtless, had good cause 
for her animosity; but these restless suspicions 
are a weakness quite incompatible with the strength 
of mind, the force of character, and determination 
of purpose she exhibits in other respects, 

As a political character she holds an important 
position in Bavaria, besides having agents and cor- 
respondents in various courtsof Europe.

Acting 
under advice, which entirely accords with the 
King’s own general principles, his Majesty has 
pledged himself to a course of steady but gradual 
improvement, which is calculated to increase both 
the political freedom and the material prosperity 
of his kingdom, without risking that unity of 
power which, in the present state of European 
affairs, is essential to its protection and advance- 
ment. One thing in her praise is, that, although 
she really wields so much power, she never uses 
it either for the promotion of unworthy persons, 
or for corrupt purposes. During her early career, 
long before her influence or her position became 
consolidated, the most enormous and temptin 
offers were made to her to quit the country aid 
leave the field open to the displaced party. These 
were rejected with disdain; and there is good 
reason to believe that political feeling influences 
her, not sordid considerations. Her creation as 
Countess of Landsfelt, which has alienated from 
her some of her most honest liberal supporters, 
who wished her still to continue, in rank as well 
as in purposes, one of the people, while it has 
exasperated against her the powerless, because 
impoverished, nobility, was the unsolicited act of 
the sa legally effected with the consent of the 
Crown Prince.

THE COURT. 


At Claremont, on Sunday morning, the Queen 
and Prince Albert took their usual early walk. Her 
Majesty and Prince Albert, and the ladies and gentle- 
men of the Court, attended divine service. The Hon.

Four carriages and four followed, convey- 
ing their Royal Highnesses Prince Alfred, the Princess 
Alice, and the Princess Helena, and also the Countess 
of Desart, the Earl of Morton, Mr. George Edward 
Anson, Major-General Wemyss, and Captain the Hon.

he knew he had robbed him, and would again do 
so, yet he said he could not get another to bring 
him the same amount of money daily! Now if 
such men will not scruple to rob their masters, It 
is quite clear they will not be chary about robbing 
the public; and numerous cases have come under, 
our notice, where ladies have not only been im- 
posed upon, but subjected, as above stated, to great 
annoyance and insult, 

The public are indebted to Mr. Landells for 
bringing the matter before the sitting magistrate at 
Bow-street, and exposing some of the tricks of these 
men. We have already admitted that omnibuses 
are a great accommodation to the public, and the 
general reduction of the fares from 6d. to 3d. is alsoa 
great benefit, whileit has proved equally profitable 
to the omnibus proprietors; and, if the plan of 
charging 3d. for half the distance were fairly carried 
out, there is no doubt but it would be a mutual 
advantage to both omnibus proprietors and the 
public; but how stands the case? The conductors 
are up to all sorts of schemes to deceive their pas- 
sengers as to the place to which the 3d. fare ex- 
tends ; in all cases peat make the 3d. as large and 
striking as possible, but the point to where it 
extends is so small (if on the card at all) that it 
cannot possibly be read from the opposite side of 
the street. ‘This, as a matter of course, leads to all 
sorts of disputes, as the public are tricked into pay- 
ing 6d. when they get into the omnibus under the 
impression that the fare was 3d.; but this is not 
the worst part of the attempted fraud. Mr. Landells 
pointed out to the magistrate that these men fre- 
quently had a board painted with a large 3d. on 
one side, with nothing else on tt, and on the other 
side 8d., with the point of destination on it, but 
generally so small that you could not read it 
unless you were close up to it. He also exposed 
their dishotient practices in taking away their 
boards altogether, and laying them on the top of 
their omnibus, or putting them under the seats, 
in order to cheat their customers, and suggested 
that it was time the authorities took up the matter, 
and compelled omnibus proprietors to adopt some 
uniform and distinct notice as to the place to 
which the 3d. fare extended: they would thus 
protect the public, and particularly ladies, from the 
annoyance and imposition to which they are daily 
subjected. 


GROSS ASSAULT ON TWO LADIES. 
Tn: practice of bringing scandalous charges 
against respectable ladies who trust themselves in 
drapers’ and other shops is so much of late upon 
the increase that it really becomes a question 
whether men should allow their wives and sisters 
to enter such dangerous places alone. 

No later than last week two ladies went to the 
shop of Messrs, Allen, Son, and Co., St. Paul’s- 
churchyard, and asked for some gloves. After 
waiting some time Mr. Allen, senior, walked up to 
them, accompanied by a policeman, who had been 
sent for, and thus addressed them :— 

“You are not respectable persons. You are two 
well-known characters. You have been insulted often 
enough; and, if you had known yourselves, you would 
have taken the hint, and not again have attempted to 
enter the shop. I have to request that you will leave 
the shop immediately; so you had better walk out 
quietly, and never dare again enter these doors, If 
you don’t go out you shall be turned out.” 

To answer for this scandalous behaviour Mr. 
W. B. Richardson, solicitor, the husband and 
brother of the ladies concerned, summoned Mr, 
Allen to Guildhall, where, on Monday last, the 
defendant confessed, that having acted on the in- 
formation of one of his shopmen, he had since 
given the matter the fullest investigation, and 
found that the ladies’ characters were perfectly 
irreproachable ; and begged that, in consideration 
of his apologizing and paying all the costs incurred, 
the plaintiffs would be mercitul enough to with- 
draw their proceedings. 

We regret to say th i 
consented to this proposal,and that Alderman Gibbs 
sanctioned his consent. If Mr. Richardson, who, 
as a respectable solicitor, should have understood 
his duty towards society better, was content, for 
the sake of an apology, to waive the privilege of 
asserting public decency against @ person who had 
shown himself so wholly regardless of it as to 
charge two respectable ladies on the untested au- 
thority of his shopman—Mr. Alderman Gibbs, as 
& magistrate, should have told him that there were 
other and more important interests than his own 
concerned in the punishment of such behaviour. 

_ How came it that Mr. Allen waited till the 
insult was passed, before he investigated the 
grounds on which it was given? What respectable 
person will again trust herself at his counter, When 
it is possible that instead of gloves the shopman 
has gone to look for a policeman, before whom she 
may be saluted as “a well-known character ;°’ 
‘‘not arespectable person ;” one who, “if she had

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known herself, would have taken the hint, and not 
again have attempted to enter the shop!”’ Cer- 
tainly, if Mr, Allen’s notions of decency and justice 
consist in condemning first and trying afterwards 
--in assailing ladies as questionable characters, and 
threatening, before a policeman, called in for that 
purpose, to turn them from his premises, on the 
bare authority—perfectly false, as it turns out—of 
his shopman, no lady who does “ know herself,” 
and is able to “take a hint,” will be likely to enter 
his shop again—at least, without protection !

THE COLONIAL CHURCH. 
DIOCESE OF CAPE TOWN. 
A correspondent draws our attention to the 
exertions at present making to plant the church 
in this long-neglected portion of the British em- 
pire. The Cape has been a dependency of Eng- 
land for upwards of forty years, during which period 
it has become twice as large as when we first took 
it from the Dutch, partly by the acquisition of a 
large additional territory during the Caffre war, 
and partly by the settlement and colonization of 
Natal. The colony of the Cape of Good Hope, 
therefore, now consists of the ald colony, together 
with the Eastern Province (enlarged again by ad- 
ditional accessions of land during this present 
Caffre war), and Natal. A considerable agitation 
is at present going on throughout the Eastern 
Province, to obtain a separation of it from the 
older or Western Province, and to form it into an 
independent colony. Natal has already been placed 
under the management of a distinct governor and 
officers. Emigration to this colony has been going 
on moderately for years, averaging 500 per annum ; 
and there are at present 5000 soldiers, principally 
on the frontier of the colony, placed to defend the 
colonists from the depredatory attacks of the native 
tribes. During the first twenty years of our pos- 
session there were not more than three or four 
clergy; this number was gradually increased, 
partly through the exertions of the church socie- 
ties at home, and partly through those of the 
settlers themselves; 80 that at the time of the con- 
secration of the Right Rev. Robert Gray, D.D., to 
be the first Bishop of Cape Town, there were eleven 
clergy and catechists, For a country considerably 
larger than the United Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Ireland, whose inhabitants are settled at im- 
mensé distances one from another, such an eccle- 
siastical staff was anything but adequate to its 
wants. <A better state of things has at length 
dawned upon the colony. The munificence of one 
member of the church alone, Miss Burdett Coutts, 
has founded a bishopric at Cape Town; and its 
first bishop has already set out for the scene of his 
future labour. Besides securing for the church in 
South-east Africa the advantage of a rightly- 
appointed superintendent and pastor, its wants will 
be more fully supplied. Bishop Gray has seeured 
the services of fourteen additional clergy, and ap- 
pointed the Rev, N. J. Merriman his archdeacon : 
as many churches will have to be founded—thus 
placing the means of grace somewhat more fully 
within the reach of the poor colonists. These, 
although great blessings and advantages, will still 
be inadequate. What influence can they exert in 
a vast colony, thinly peopled, and scattered apart 
at immense distances; amongst a population of 
upwards of 200,000 ; amongst Heathens, Mahom- 
medans, Jews, and nominal Christians ? Truly 
indeed, the harvest is great, and the ‘tahouserk 
are few. 
We have said the Bishop of Cape Town has 
Neer oss left Portsmouth on the 20th 
end re Fersia, accompanied by his two 
chaplains, and Several candidates for ordination ; 
one clergyman in full orders, the Rey, W, Bous- 
et ce ea having received the appoint- 
ment of assistant chaplain at St, Helena, which 
is also included in this diocese. Archdeacon Mer- 
riman, and the remaining catechists and candidates 
for admission mto holy orders, join the bishop in 
the spring. We doubt not that many who are 
unacquainted with the wants of the colony, the 
immense spiritual destitution that exists in South- 
ern Africa, and who are blessed with this world’s 
goods, would gladly contribute of their substance 
towards the present movement. Not only will 
money contributions be thankfully received, but 
also donations of books suited for circulation and 
general reading ; and maps, plans, and drawings 
of churches, schools, and other ecclesiastical edi- 
tices. We are permitted to give the name and 
address of one of the intending missionaries, so 
that those who are laudably disposed to assist in 
this sacred cause may know to whom to address 
themselves, viz., C. Campbell, Esq., Hastings, 
Sussex, a gentleman, we may add, well known 
throughout the colony, and who, for many years, 
has been engaged in educational pursuits in connec- 
tion with some of our public institutions. 
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THE NEW PALM-HOUSE, KEW GARDENS, 

Kew must always rank as one of the most de- 
lightful resorts in the vicinity of the Metropolis; 
and, at a season when its gardens are “in eclipse 
of winter,” we shall be doing a service in drawing 
attention to what is technically termed the ‘ stove’ 
department, as a substitute for the genial breath of 
spring or summer, 

The new palm-house in Kew Gardens, of which 
we give an ILLUSTRATION, is a very remarkable 
work, and was commenced in the year 1845, by 
the direction of the Commissioners of her Ma- 
jesty’s Woods and Forests, from the design, and 
under the superintendence, of Mr. Decimus Bur- 
ton, architect. ‘* Before proceeding to describe it,”’ 
says that excellent publication the Builder, ‘a few 
words relative to the gardens, now devoted to the 
public, will not be out of place. 

The eldest son of George II, father to George 
III,, first connected Kew-house with the Royal 
Family of England by becoming its tenant, and 
forming the pleasure-grounds, The improvements 
were continued by his widow, and Sir William 
Chambers was employed as architect, and after- 
wards published a work descriptive of the gardens 
and buildings. ‘The orangery-stove, temples, &c., 

ut up by Chambers, still remain, and may be use- 
full studied. George III. bought Kew-house and 
made great improvements in the grounds. During 
the two following reigns little was done: the gar- 
dens seemed of little use, and the public called for 
inquiry. A committee was accordingly appointed 
to examine into their condition, and in 1840 a re- 
port by Dr. Lindley was the result, EB 

“In 1841 the present director, Sir William 
Hooker, entered upon his duties, and, from that 
time to this, enlargements, alterations, and im- 
provements have been going on, with the view of 
rendering the gardens useful to the public. One of 
his first steps was to open the botanic gardens and

The main ribs of this structure were originally 
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intended to have been formed of cast iron, but the 
great improvements subsequently made in the 
manufacture of wrought iron (deckbeam) in large 
scantlings led to the adoption of the latter mate- 
rial, ‘The main ribs are formed of 2-inch deckbeam- 
iron of the section shown in figure 2, obtained in 
lengths of about 12 feet: these are welded together 
to the length required, about 42 feet, and bent upon 
a template to the necessary curve. The ribs are 12 
feet 6 inches apart, and foot into cast-iron sockets 
let into granite blocks upon a concrete foundation, 
as shown in the accompanying engraving, which 


gives the transverse section taken through the 
centre of the building, 


“The total length of the house is 862 feet 6 
inches in the clear; the centre portion being 137 
feet 6 inches long, and 100 feet wide, by 63 feet 
high in the clear, exclusive of the lantern (6 feet): 
the wings are each 112 feet 6 inches long and 60 
feet wide, and 27 feet high from floor to bottom of 
lantern, The upper ribs foot into strong cast-iron 
columns, which receive the upper part of the ribs 
of the lower roof, and the bearers for a gallery 
which is continued round the centre of the house. 
The column heads are connected by a continuous 
curb of similar scantling to the ribs (see figs, 1 and 
2). The whole of the ribs are braced together, 
and strutted by wrought-iron tie-rods passin 
through cast-iron tubes, which act as purlins. The 
columns are hollow, and conduct the rain-water 
from the cornice gutter of the upper roof into rain- 
water tanks, which are formed round the whole 
interior of the building beneath the stone tables 
(see 'T, fig.4); the water from the lower roof is 
received into the torus gutter forming the upper 
part of the pedestal or plinth of the building, and 
passes from thence into the same tanks, 

“An iron spiral staircase leads to the gallery 
where pipes will be laid, by which the tops of the 
trees may be watered, the supply being obtained 
from a reservoir in an ornamental: tower at a short 
distance from the house, which also conceals the 
chimney-shaft.

icture, at an expense of two thousand pounds, The 
length of the cathedral from east to west 18 three 
hundred and twenty-five feet ; from north to south, 
in the great transept, one hundred and forty feet, 
and the height of the central tower two hundred 
and forty-four feet. It contains monuments to the 
memory of thirty-four of the bishops of the see,

FOREIGN SUMMARY. 

In the Chamber of Peers, on Saturday evening 
last, the seventh paragraph of the address, relating 
to Switzerland, was adopted. The amendment Te- 
specting Poland was also voted. From the beginning 
to the end of his speech, in the Peers, which lasted‘ 
nearly two hours, M, de Montalembert was applauded: 
in the most fervent way, the laudation being, at va- 
rious passages, quite deafening. He was, above all, 
enthusiastically cheered in diatribes against Lord 
Palmerston—characterized equally by ignorance, per- 
version, and bad taste, 

The Portuguese Cortes were opened with the usual 
ceremonies on the 2d inst., and the following day the 
Government announced that event, and notified the 
completion of the protocol to the Ministers of France, 
Great Britain, and Spain, to which notice separate re- 
plies were made. The Cortes could not proceed with 
public business for want of sufficient members to make 
a House.

A surgeon 
was instantly sent for, who found that the deceased 'S 
head was shattered by a pistol shot, and that life 
was quite extinct, Mr. James Dignam said he 
could not at all account for the commission of

Accidents and Offences, 


Tue Fara AccipENT ON THE Soutu- 
Western Raruway.—The exact locale where this 
very serious accident took place, at the close of 
last week, is called Hook-heath, a barren piece of 
moorland, over which the railway crosses by an 
embankment of fifty feet. From the Woking station 
there is a gradual ascent of the line for nearly four 
tmailes towards Southampton, terminating at a place 
called Frimley. It was on this bank, about two miles 
from Woking, that the collision took place. The 
passenger-train was propelled by one of the most 
powerful engines belonging to the company, the Ma- 
zeppa. On arriving at the place above stated the 
eccentric strap broke, and the works of the engine 
were, of course, instantly stopped. Some time was 
occupied in repairing the broken strap, and some of 
the passengers got out meantime and walked about 
the line. Markland had completed the repair of the 
eccentric strap, and was tying up the clack of the 
feed-pipe, when he requested the head guard, by the 
light of whose lamp he was working, to desire the 
passengers to resume their seats, as he should be 
ready to proceed in less than five minutes, The 

uard had scarcely obeyed his instructions, when the 
uggage-train, propelled by the Rhinoceros, a very 
powerful locomotive, was observed rounding the curve 
at this part of the line, and not more than 200 yards 
from the passenger-train, Although the speed at 
which the luggage-train was travelling, by the con- 
current testimony of several witnessee, docs not ap- 
pear to have exceeded six or seven miles an hour, 
there was no time to warn poor Markland of his 
danger, The poor fellow was himself utterly un- 
conscious of it, inasmuch as the loud noise occasioned 
by the blowing off of the steam from his own engine 
entirely prevented his hearing the approach of the 
luggage-train; and when the collision took place, 
being still engaged under his engine, he was crushed 
to death by the ash-pan, his skull being nearly beaten 
to pieces, and his left arm fractured at the shoulder 
joint. The force with which the luggage-train struck 
the passenger-train had the effect of driving the latter 
forwards 200 or 300 yards. All the carriages passed 
over the mutilated body of Markland, and he was 
taken up quite dead. ‘The stoker of the passenger- 
train, ‘homas Calvert, sustained very serious in- 
juries; the index finger of his right hand being torn 
off, and his head being much bruised and hurt, The 
driver and stoker of the luggage-train were uninjured, 
and it isa remarkable fact that they declare they 
hardly felt the collision. The guard of this train, 
however, I'homas Fortescue, who rode on a break- 
van immediately behind the engine, was frightfully 
hurt about the head, besides sustaining a compound 
fracture of the left arm. It appears that when the 
river and stoker of the luggage-train observed the 
red tail lamps of the passenger-train (and this they 
declare was the first intimation of danger which they 
perceived), the stoker threwa piece of coke at Ior- 
tescue to warn him of the danger they were running 
upon, on which Fortescue got up from his seat and 
applied the break to his van, standing upon the lever 
to give it additional force, rom this point he seems 
to have been violently hurled, as he was picked up at 
Some distance from the train a short time after the 
accident quite insensible, in which state he has since 
remained without the slightest hope of recovery. The

Many of the 
passengers who were not very serionsly hurt preferred 
proceeding to their own homes, but three gentlemen 
and two ladies, all members of one family, who had 
together occupied a compartment of the second-class 
Gosport carriage, were so much injured as to render 
it necessary to convey them to the hotel ae the 
station, where Mr. Statham and another me ical gen- 
tleman were summoned to attend them, The names 
of these parties are, the Rev. Mr. Ridings, of Ather- 
stone, Warwickshire, severe injury of the arm, and 
contusions in various parts of the body; Mrs. Ridings, 
a severe shock to the system; the Rev. Mr. Hutchins, 
leg broken; Miss Hutchins, contused wound on the 
forehead, and other injuries; Mr. Hutchins, brother 
of the rev. gentleman of the same name. The latter 
gentleman has recovered sufficiently to leave the hotel, 
and Mr. Ridings’ fractured leg was successfully re- 
duced on Saturday by Mr. Statham and assistants. 
At an early hour on Satuaday Mr. Gooch, the super- 
intendent of the locomotive department, Mr. Stovin, 
the manager of the traffic, and Mr. Beattie, of the car- 
riage department, came down to Woking to view the 
scene of the accident, After inspecting the spot, and 
instituting various inquiries, they returned to town for 
the purpose of further investigating the matter. For- 
tescue has rallied a little, and hopes are entertained of 
his recovery. Calvert, the stoker of the passenger- 
train, whose hand has been amputated, is progressing 
favourably. ‘Ihe Rev. Mr. Hutchins, whose broken 
leg was set on Saturday by Mr. Statham, of Nine 
Elms, is in a fair way of recovery, as are also the Rev. 
Mr. Ridings, and the two ladies, Mrs. Ridings and 
Miss Hutchins, the wife of the latter, and sister of the 
former, All these parties remain at the Railway Hotel. 
The offending parties were brought before the page 
trate and remanded. Subsequently, at Lambeth, Mr. 
Young, the assistant superintendent of the South- 
Western Railway Company, applied to Mr. Elliott, at 
the request of the directors, for an order to remove 
the prisoners Jones and Fleming, so that they might 
be present at the coroner’s inquest on Markland to 
make such statements as they might deem beneficial 
to them under the circumstances in which they were 
placed,—Mr. Elliott replied that he had no power to give 
such an order, not being invested with that authority. 
Mr. Young asked if the governor of Horsemon er-Jane 
gaol, in whose charge the prisoners were, wou d sanc- 
tion them being taken down to Woking in proper 
custody, the directors being anxious that they should 
be present to hear the evidence against them ?—Mr. 
Elliott replied, he did not know; but Mr. Young might 
wait on Mr. Keen and ask him the question.—Mr. 
Young said he would do so; but soon after returned, 
and said the permission was refused,——-At Lambeth, 
on Wednesday, William Jones and Lewis Fleming 
were placed at the bar before Mr. Elliott for further 
examination, on the charge of having caused the 
death of David Markland. The case was fully gone 
into.—A gentleman stated, as to Fortescue, that it was 
the opinion of his medical attendant that, however 
favourably he might go on, it would be a month or two 
before he would be able to leave the hospital.—Mr. 
Elliott said he could not think of keeping the prisoners 
all that time, but should remand them for a fortnight. 
—Jones asked if he could be admitted to bail, and 
was told he could, on giving one himself in £200 
and two housekeepers in £100 each. The coroner’s 
inquest is further adjourned to the Ist of February.

Loss or THE AvENGER.—The news of the 
fate of the Avenger reached Lisbon by the Montrose 
steamer.

These particulars 
were communicated to Sir Charles Napier by Lieut. 
Inglis, the officer in charge of her Majesty’s mails on 
board the Montrose. Sir Charles sent for Lieutenant 
Inglis twice, and seemed deeply affected with the 
terrible calamity which had befallen the country and 
himself. He accepted a piece of a door belonging to 
the ill-fated steamer, which Captain Evans, of the 


Montrose, had obtained at Gibraltar, and which had 
been left there by the Pasha, 


SHIPWRECK AT THE MourH or Tay.—The 
schooner Industrious, of Whitstable, Wolt, master, 
laden with railway iron for Perth, has been totally lost 
on Abertay Sands, when all on board, consisting of the 
master and seven of a crew, perished. There was a 
stormy south-east wind, with a flood tide, and drifting 
snow-showers. About half-past seven o’clock signals 
of distress were observed by the li hthouse-keeper, 
who made the requisite signals to Hicuguts Ferry, 
and the life-boat, manned by a crew of fifty men, was 
speedily afloat, They got’so near the unfortunate 
vessel as to be able to hear the cries of the crew, but 
found it impracticable to get at her through the 
breakers. They remained near the spot till about 
aah ee but saw nothing of the vessel after ten 
o’clock. 


Loss or HER Masesty’s Bric SNakr.— 
We have, says the United Service Gazette, been 
favoured with the copy of a letter, written by an officer 
of her Majesty’s brig Snake, Commander Thomas B. 
Brown, describing the total loss of that vessel, in the 
Mozambique Channel, on the 29th of August. The 
details contained in the letter will remove all fear re- 
specting the safety of the officers and crew. The ac- 
cident which occasioned the brig’s destruction appears 
to have been unavoidable :— 


“ Sir,—You will be sorry to hear of the total loss of her 
peers sloop Snake, which is now lying with her side open 
from the port gangway down to the keel, on a coral reef 
about six miles to the southward of this anchorage.

EXPLOSION oF a LocoMoTIVE.—A most 
serious accident took place last week at the Carlisle 
and Maryport Railway station, by one of the loco- 
motives exploding, and destroying the greater portion 
of a building called the engine-shed, and injuring two 
persons. The locomotive was standing underneath the 
shed, preparatory to taking a passenger-train out, the 
engine-driver and stoker cleaning the machinery at 
the moment. Both men were much injured, but for- 
tunately not dangerously. The force of the explosion 
propelled the engine along the line at an enormous 
speed; had a passenger-train been in the way the con- 
sequences would have been most disastrous. The 
directors have since caused an investigation into the 
accident, and have ascertained that the explosion 
arose through both safety-valves being tightly screwed 
down. The boiler explodedjust above the fire-box and 
near the tender. 


AwFuL StreaM-Bpoat Expiosion. — Crn- 
CINNATI, Dec. 30.—We have to recordanother startling 
calamity on our river. The steamer A. N. Johnson, 
bound from this place to Wheeling, blew up, with a 
tremendous explosion, near Maysville, Kentucky, from 
some ascertained defect in her machinery. y this 
calamity between sixty and seventy persons were 
killed by scalding, fire, or drowning ; and a very large 
number scalded, of whom some thirty are so horribly 
injured that their recovery is doubtful. So rapid was 
the progress of the flames after the explosion, and so 
complete the devastation, that hardly an effort could be 
made for self-preservation. The boat was soon in one 
sheet of fire, and burned to the water’s edge, The 
number of passengers on board the A. N. Johnson 
when the appalling accident occurred was one hun- 
dred and sixty, not more than one quarter of whom 
escaped injury. So dreadful an accident has rarely, 
if ever, occurred on the Ohio. Persons in the vicinity 
of the disaster did all in human power to relieve the 
sufferers, but so awful and sudden was the occurrence 
that nearly every effort was fruitless. 


Frere anp Loss or Lire av GRAVESEND. 
Shortly after midnight on Saturday last a man, ina 
state of inebriation, was taken into the small cell con- 
nected with the station-house, adjoining the Town- 
hall, in the High-street. Either owing to. some mis- 
chievous conduct, or from some other cause at present 
unexplained, the bedding or mattress upon which the 
man lay ignited, and the result was that the cage was 
‘burned out,’’ and the prisoner lost his life by the 
fire. The discovery of the occurrence was made by 
the superintendent, who, fancying that something was 
burning, was surprised, on leaving his office, to find 
dense bodies of smoke issuing from the cell door. 
He immediately raised an alarm, the door of the cage 
was opened, and a sad scene presented itself, the un- 
fortunate man being in the agonies of death and fright- 
fully burned. He was at once removed, and medical 
aid procured, but life soon became extinct. The town 
engines, which are kept within a few feet of the cell, 
were soon brought into play, and the fire extinguished 
before very much damage was done. The Town-hall 
was, for some little time, considered to be in great 
danger, and so was the Market-place immediately con- 
tiguous to it. ‘The fire, however, was comparatively 
trifling in extent. The magistrates of Gravesend have 
instituted an inquiry as to the origin of the accident by 
which the lock-up was burnt, but neither the police 
nor the persons in charge of it can account for the 
fire.

That the fire originated amongst the straw there seems 
to be no doubt, It was supposed to have been more 
likely to kindle in the under stove place; that, how- 
ever, is set at rest from the fact that when the door 
leading to it was broken open, to rescue the property, 
no fire was seen, but sud enly the ceiling gave way, 
and the whole of the contents became ignited, The

The gondola is represented by the rude canoe, and 
the marble palaces by a mass of houses built on 
piles. Persons entering its watery streets may sce 
the platforms on either side thronged with swarms 
of swarthy beings half naked, dirty, and exceed- 
ingly lazy. The city appeared to be very popu- 
lous, but at the period of our visit the smallpox 
was raging with fearful fatality. Mr. Tradescant 
Lay, who visited Brunai in the Himaleh, estimates 
the number of souls at twenty-two thousand five 
hundred; and further states, that the chiefs affirmed 
to him that they were originally a colony formed 
by a migration from Johore, in Malacca. One of 
the most amusing features of the place is the float- 
ing bazaar, composed of many hundred. boats, 
which commence in small numbers at one end of 
the city, increasing gradually as they proceed, and 
finally exhibit a dense mass of enormous conical 
hats, entirely concealing the female traders, who 
thus protected from the sun dispose of their small 
wares, ‘The circulating medium consists of flat 
square pieces of iron, ag heayy and cumbrous as 
the money with which Lycurgus supplied the 
Spartans, The appearance of Brunai, as seen from 
the summit of the Kianggi mountains, is very 
novel and curious, particularly at high water, when 
there is no communication with the dense mass of 
houses in the middle of the river except by boats. 
At low water numerous mudbanks appear, on 
which are also great numbers of rush-roofed 
houses ; many dwellings, moreover, are situated on 
the firm banks of the riyer,—Sir Edward Belcher’ s 
Narrative, 1843-6.

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HINTS TO YOUNG MOTHERS, 


ON THE PHYSICAL MANAGEMENT OF CHILDREN,

Weare not going to be very learned or very 
abstruse, Our remarks are not addressed to mo- 
dical men, but are offered for the instruction of 
mothers, We shall, therefore, endeavour to ex- 
press ourselves so as easily to be understood, that 

tror may not arise from misapprehension of what 
Wwe say. 

The excessive mortality in the earlier years of 
childhood, and the sad havoe which it makes in 
human life, is far from being so generally known 
as it ought to be, The ignorance of society on 
this important subject is as astounding as the fact 
itself; and it is because the consideration does 
not pppesr to have entered into the questions of 
public hygiene, discussed in the recent report of 
the new Sanitary Commission, that we have de- 
termined, as far as our opportunities afford, to en- 
lighten the darkness, under cover of which death 
plies so industriously his unerring spear, 

The rearing of infants has hitherto been amuch- 
neglected part of our social education, although it 
is evidently that gn which the very existence of 
the community may be said to depend, And how 
much more its happiness, is impressively told by 
the circumstance that not one in twenty adults 
has a really healthy constitution, In fact, the de- 
generacy of the human race has been justly attri- 
buted to a want of proper knowledge, the de- 
plorable result arising principally from the errors 
of omission and commission in the management of 
children. 

From returns supplied by the Registrar-General 
it has been calculated that, in the most fayourable 
districts of England, of one thousand infants born, 
two hundred and sixty die in the first year, eight 
in the second, forty in the third, and twenty-four 
in the following years; so that, at the end of the 
eighth year, scarcely one-half are alive, 
proved that, in modern times and amon 
civilized people, the period of childhood is an 
ordeal, far more trying and fatal than could ever 
have been the system of exposure of weak and 
deformed childen directed by the ancient Spartan 
and Chinese laws, But the greatest use of this 
table of mortality is the very responsible argument 
it affords against the numerous prejudices of 
nurses and mothers, for it is now universally ad- 
mitted by medical men that this customal of infant 
slaughter might be considerably diminished by 
attention to proper rules of dress, diet, and exercise, 

In this paper we shall confine ourselves to con. 
siderations connected with the proper treatment of 
children during the period of lactation or suckling, 
which the best authorities agree should not extend 
beyond twelve months from birth. We interfere 
but little here with nursery regulations as regards 
food and attention, ‘ Plenty of milk, plenty of 
sleep, and plenty of flannel,” and the infant will 
not fail to prosper. No medicine, beyond small 
doses of castor-oil when required, ought to be ex- 
hibited to infants at the breast, Even dill water, 
80 generally given in spasms of the bowels, is only 
palliative, not curative like castor-oil, which carrics 
off whatever irritates, and specdily relieves, This 
is a much safer practice than to trust to the gross 
quackery on which the treatment of infantile 
discagses is usually based, ‘The powers of life are 
now quick and fresh with the vital instinct, and 
nature will speedily restore if the cause be cor- 
. rected; and this ee, be readily discoyered in the 

case of asuckling child, for in almost every instance 
ix will be traced to maternal influences. If the 
mother uses improper food or drink, should she 
get into a bad state of health, or be strongly af- 
fected by mental emotion, her milk. will be speedily 
changed, and be productive of corresponding de- 
rangement in her infant’s system, Again, if the 
child is overfed, the bowels will be sure to get out 
of order; which is easily accounted for, by a con- 
sideration of the simple process of digestion in the 
stomach of achild,

If it should happen that the stomach of the child 
does not pet properly, and the eurd remains un- 
dissolved, the consequence is that it passes into 
the bowels in a condition different from that which 
nature intended, and produces intestinal irritation, 
None of the purgatives given to children are 
attended by half so much griping as this substance, 
The ehild es peevish and irritable, with a 
white tongue, and restless in its sleep, now and 
then uttering a shrill scream, In this manner the 
disorder may go on for some time, when, a little 
castor-oil being given, a great quantity of curds 
are passed, and the child recovers, This takes 
place frequently from ignorance of the cause, for 
again the child is given the breast, another attack 
follows, and then another cure. The real source 
of the inischief, however, in almost every case, will 
be found to be the health or mental state of the 
mother, as affecting the supply and character of 
her milk. Let the child abstain entirely from the 
breast for twenty-four hours, or even for two or 
three days. In the mean time the mother may 
correct her diet, or take such medicines as, 
under the circumstances, her medical attendant. 
may deem advisable, But one thing must ever be 
borne in mind, the almost incredibly small quantity 
of milk which will be sufficient to keep up the 
disease; and it is here, too frequently, that the 
prejudice of the mother operates most inimically 
for the welldoing of her offspring. She cannot 
resist the desire of giving it a little milk, not con- 
ceiving that so small a quantity can produce the 
mischief jt does; and, even after thus neglecting 
the advice of those who know better, she will often 
express her surprise at the return of the illness. 
The number of days necessary to abstain in this 
manner varies, of course, according to circum- 
stances; and during this period, as the child itself 
will probably be in good health, the best substitute 
for its mother’s milk will be barley- water sweetened 
with sugar, chicken. broth, veal-broth, or whey. 

It cannot be too much impressed upon mothers 
that young infants generate little natural heat, and 
ought, therefore, at all times to be warmly clothed. 
In winter its place of rest at night should be the 
mother’s bosom, and when asleep during the day 
placed in a cot or crib near a good fire, Whenthe 
infant arrives at the age of six or seven months 
less solicitation on this account is necessary, as it 
will then self-produce sufficient heat to keep itself 
warm, Mere, also, it may be proper to observe 
that, although it is usual to recommend that infants 
during a long sleep should be frequently turned 
from side to side, our own observation has con- 
vinced us that in the earlier months considerable 
benefit to the child's constitutional powers results 
from placing it always on its right side in bed, 
Atthe period of birth’a great and important change 
occurs in the circulation. ‘The blood, which pre- 
viously passed freely from one recciving side of the 
heart to the other, without making the circuit of 
the lungs, now proceeds thither to undergo those 
vital changes which are effected by the new fune- 
tion, respiration. The aperture in the central 
division of the heart, which before birth admitted 
of direct communication between the cavities, be. 
comes under the new circumstances not only use- 
less, but very injurious to health, by allowing the 

lood to escape again into the general circulation 
without undergoing a purifying process in thelungs, 
Without entering into anatomical details, it is suffi- 
cient to observe that this aperture passes obliquely 
from one receiving-chamber of the heart to the other, 
in such a manner that, when lying upon the right 
side, the contraction necessary to expel the cons 
tained blood mechanically presses upon and closes 
the passage, so that the vital fluid is forced into 
the proper vessels that convey it through the 
lungs ; whilst this is most imperfectly performed if 
the infant is lying upon its left aide, for each 
contraction of the heart in that case tends to keep 
open the passage, and to continue a State of 
things very unsuitable to the requirements of 
independent existence.

‘The public records contain many notices of deer- 
stealing. In 1583, Lord Berkeley issued a bill in the 
Star Chamber against twenty persons who had hunted 
deer unlawfully in his forests. The answer of Wil- 
liam Weare, one of the defendants, is preserved in 
the Chapter House, Westminster, xciv. 24, and he 
confesses having killed a doe, but, notwithstanding 
that admission, asserts that the proceedings against 
him were malicious and uncalled for. Fosbroke 
(Hist. Glouc. i. 125) mentions an anecdote tending 
to show that respectable persons in the county of 
Gloucestershire, adjoining Warwickshire, were not 
ashamed of the practice of stealing deer. Several at- 
torneys and others, ‘all men of mettall, and good 
woodmen, I mean old notorious deer-stealers, well 
armed, came in the night-time to Michaelwood, with 
deer-nets and dogs, to steale deer.’ T’alstaff asks, 
‘AmIa woodman?’ Can it have been an old cant 
term for a deer-stealer? If so, Falstaff’s speech 
may allude to what is stated in the commencement of 
‘The Merry Wives of Windsor.’ Shakespeare is said, 
on good authority, to have been implicated in a frolic 
of this kind, and, although the Saclient notice of the 
tale was not penned till nearly eighty years after the 
death of the poet, yet the person who recorded it 
resided in a neighbouring county, and being a clergy- 
man, with no motive whatever to mislead, his testi- 
mony is of great value. The Rev. William Fulman, 
who died in 1688, bequeathed his biographical collec- 
tions to his friend the Rev. Richard Davies, rector of 
Sapperton, in Gloucestershire, who made several ad- 
ditions to them, Davies died in 1708, and these ma- 
nuscripts were presented to the library of Corpus 
Christi College, Oxford, where they are still preserved, 
Under the article Shakespeare, Fulman made very 
few notes, and those of little importance ; but Davies 
inserted the curious information, so important in the 
consideration of the deer-stealing story.

On Monday Mr. and Mrs. Charles Kean made 
their reappearance at the above theatre, bringing 
with them Lovell’s play of ‘The Wife's Secret,” 
which they had acted with success in America and 
the provinces of England. : 

Another triumph—the last and greatest--was 
reserved for these actors and their author upon 
the Londan stage; and it is pleasing to add that 
they were not indebted for it to the friendly 
enthusiasm of a first representation, but to the 
intrinsic merits of the entertainment.

The sleeves are somewhat 
longer than they have been worn for several sea- 
sons past. The skirts are trimmed in a variety of 
styles. Nothing is prettier or more fashionable for 
ball dresses than jupes open at the sides, confined 
by bows of ribbon or by rows of blonde set on in a 
variety of ele ;ant forms, Double and single jupes 
are still in high favour. The corsages of evening 
dresses are a slight degree lower than those of last 
season. The fronts are for the most part sloped 
in the V form, and under the sloped part is worn 
a chemisette of rich lace or blonde. Several of the 
Parisian milliners have introduced the fantasie of 
trimming evening dresses with flounces consisting 
of alternate rows of black and white lace, The 
effect is not bad with certain colours, such as 
bright green, blue, or pink, Some flouncing for 
ball dresses has just been introduced the effect of 
which is exceedingly splendid. It consists of tulle 
or blonde figured with gold or silver. It is made 
either in black or white, 

We noticed on a former occasion the prevalent 
use of printed flannel for ladies’ robes de chambre, 
or peignoirs. ‘These robes are made in the follow. 
ing style:—The corsage is gathered in fulness at 
the waist, but is plain at the upper part, Itis 
buttoned up the front, and has asmallturnovercollar, 
he sleeves are demi-wide, open at the lower part 
of the arm, d la Grecque, but may be closed at 
pleasure.

Children’s Fashions,—Children’s dresses are at 
all times important matters of consideration to 
mothers of families, but neyer more so than at the 
present season of the year—the period frequently 
allotted to a new outfit for young masters and 
misses, For a little hoy, of from six to seven, a 
cloth cloak, of the shape called a crispin, will be 
found the most convenient and fashionable article 
of outward covering, The jacket, which may be 
of cloth or velvet (black, or some dark hue), must 
be rounded at the skirts. With this may be worn 
trousers of any one of the many fabrics of woollen 
manufacture of which every tailor keeps an exten- 
sive and varied assortment, For n little bumbino, 
of four or thereabout, mamma will do well. to

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MARBLE QUARRY NEAR LeGuorn. —A 
marble quarry has recently been opened in Maremma, 
about thirty-five miles from Leghorn. The quarry 
appears fo have been worked in ancient times, possibly 
by the Etrurians; and some chisels and picks have 
been found there, which closely resemble those now in 
use.

GROSS IMPOSITION ON A LADY. 

At Hammersmith, John Brook, the driver of one of 
George Daniel’s street cabs, No. 1267, badge No. 2695, 
appeared before Mr. T. Paynter, the sitting magistrate, 
to answer a charge of having unlawfully demanded and 
received 3s. 6d. over and above his legal fare. The de- 
fendant pleaded not guilty.—Mrs. A. Pratt deposed that 
she was the wife of Mr. Henry Pratt, surgeon, of No. 
22, Church-row, St. Pancras. On the afternoon of 
Saturday, the 8th inst., about two o’clock, the defend- 
ant’s cab, No. 1267, was got from the stand at King’s- 
cross, and witness and her mother got into it at her 
own door, and desired the driver to take them to Chapel- 
place, Hammersmith. On arriving there, about three 
o’elock, she asked the driver his fare, when he said 8s. 
She expressed her astonishment, and told him that it 
was an overcharge, to which he replied that it was full 
eight miles. Witness told him she thought it was not 
above six miles, but he again repeated that it was quite 
eight miles, and there was besides the back fare. Wit- 
ness then said there was no back fare at that time of 
the day, but the driver said, “ Yes, there was;” and 
she then put 10s. into his hand, and told him to take 
his fare, when he said, ‘ Very well; I’ll take 8s.,” 
and did so, Witness then looked at the back of his 
eab, and saw that the number was 1267, and she im- 
mediately went in doors and put the number down.— 
te the defendant; Could not swear he was the driver. 
The driver was so muffled up that she could not 
identify him. When she looked at the back of the 
cab there was only the plate with the number on it. 
Saw no writing on it.—Mr. Pratt said he saw the cab 
and the driver as he handed the ladies into it, but he 
eould not speak positively to the defendant being the 
man. Itwas a man about his height.—The defendant, 
in answer to the charge, admitted that he drove the cab 
No, 1267 on that day, but declared that he had no fare of 
the description stated. All Mr. Daniel’s cabs had the 
privilege of the enéré at. London-brid erailway station, 
and had the words * London-bridge Railway” painted 
on the back of each cab, which Mr. Pratt must have 
seen had it been his cab. He also produced a cab way- 
bill from the station, with a list of the fares he took 
from the station, one of which, at two o’clock, was 
marked “ Doctors’ Commons.” The lady must, there 
fore, have made a mistake in the number, or some 
person was defrauding the revenue by driving a cab 
with a false plate—Mr. Paynter said the overcharge 
was so outrageous, and not of the character usually 
made by cabmen, that he really thought that there was 
some truth in the defendant’s statement,—Mr. Pratt 
said, if the Stamp-office plate was not to be relied on, 
what security had the public in such cases ?—Mr. 
Paynter observed that fe had had several cases of 
cabmen plying with false numbers brought before him, 
and there was, in fact, no security against it. He 
would adjourn ‘the case for a week, with a view to 
some inquiry being made as to the character ofthe de- 
fendant, and the genuineness of the day-list of his 
attendance at the railway, which would also enable Mr. 
Pratt to produce the lad he sent for the cab, who 
might probably recollect the driver. He should also 
require the attendance of the defendant’s master with 
the cab.—The summons was accordingly adjourned.

Tur EARL OF MORAY.—The demise of this nobleman took 
place at Darnaway Castle, Morayshire, late on Wednesday 
se’nnight. The deceased, who was in his 77th year, had for 
several years been in delicate health, and having been attacked 
with the prevailing epidemic, it became evident that he could . 
not loug bear up under it, : 

THE EARL OF Powis, K,G.—It is with much regret we 
announce the death of this much-esteemed nobleman, which 
took place at Powis Castle, Sir Benjamin Brodie, who was 
sent for on Saturday to attend his Jordship, returned, bring- 
ing the intelligence of his lordship’s demise, which arose 
from an accident whilst out shooting. Edward Herbert Earl 
of Powis was Viscount Clive of Ludlow, Baron Herbert of 
Cherbury, Baron Clive of Walcot, both in the county of Salop, 
and Baron Powis, of Powis Castle, county of Montgomery, in 
the peerage of the United Kingdom. He was lord lieutenant 
of Montgomeryshire, and Knight of the Garter. His lordship, 
who was the third Earl of Powis, was grandson of the cele- 
brated Lord Clive, Baron of Plassy, in the county of Clare, 
who formally entered into the civil service of the East India 
Company, subsequently peal ie the military profession, and 
poanired. station, fame, and fortune, by his gallant achieve~ 
ments as a military commander in India; and, having attained 
the rank of major-general for his services, was elevated to the 
peerage of Ireland on the 15th of March, 1752, and was made 
a knight of the Bath in 1760. His lordship’s father, the second 
Lord Clive, was ereated Baron Clive, of Walcot, in 1794, In 
1784 his lordship married the sister and heir of the last Earl 
Powis, and was elevated to the earldom of Powis in May, 1804. 
The late earl succeeded his father on the 16th of May, 1839. 
He married in February, 1818, Lucy, third daughter of the 
Duke of Montrose; by whom survive Edward Arthur Herbert 
(now Earl Powis), born 1818; 4 other sons and 2 daughters, 
‘he Countess of Powis, Viscount Clive, the Hon. Captain 

Hon. Robert Herbert, Lady Lucy and 
Lady Charlotte Montgomery, and the younger branches of the 
family surrounded the death-bed of the venerated earl, The 
late earl was universally esteemed for the munificence and ex~- 
tent of his public and private charities, and few men have de- 
scended to the grave more generally beloved in all relations 
of society.

ESPARTERO, 

The hour chosen by Espartero for his entrance 
into Madrid, four in the morning, on the 8th inst., 
which they call there, in old Castilian phrase, the 
hour of the modorra (deep sleep), prevented his 
arrival from being attended with any of those 
popular demonstrations of enthusiasm which might 
give umbrage to the jealous Government, and 
colour to severe measures of police. Soon after 
reaching his lodging he dictated a note to Narvaez, 
requesting to know the hour he might present 
himself to the Queen, in the presence of one 
of the Ministers. An aide-de-camp brought 
the Duke of Valencia’s reply, that her Majest 
would receive the Duke of Victoria at half-past 
five, and that his audience might take place 
without the presence of any adviser of the Crown, 
At the hour appointed, just when it was growing 
dark, Espartero effected his exit from his lodging 
without being recognised by the multitude which 
had all day besieged his doors, and in fact thronged 
the whole street. Dressed in a black coat, Le 
entered the brougham of a friend and drove to 
the palace, ‘The interview which ensued we refer 
to in another place, The description exhibits, in a 
lively and natural manner, the sentiments of the

Pidal 
called him the revolvedor de Espana, an expression 
which he cannot forgive.
